AN ACT to amend Section 711 of the Revision of 1860, in relation
to exemption of property from taxation.

" Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembl

Exemputiom " ¥ uate of Towa, That in sddition to the properts
now exempt from taxation by Section seven hundred
and eleven of the Revision of 1860, there shall also be
exempt from taxation, all real and personal property,
situated in this State, belonging to any Bible Society
or auxiliary of such Society, where such property is re-
ceived, owned or held, solely for benevolent purposes,
and is devoted solely to such purposes. Frovided, that

Conditions. all deeds or other writings Ey which such real pro
erty is passed to and held by any such Society, sh£l_
first be duly filed for record in the office of the Recor-
der of Deeds of the county wherein such real estate is
situated, before the property therein described, shall be
omitted from the assessment now required by law.
